WHEREAS, Dr. Smith is a Certified Government Financial Manager and is a highly
sought-after higher education consultant, author and speaker; he is a former board member and
president of the National Association of College and University Business Officers (NACUBO)
and the Southern Association of College and University Business Officers (SACUBO); and

WHEREAS, Dr. Smith is a current member of the University of Memphis Foundation
Finance Committee and is a trustee of the Herbert Herff Trust; his many civic and community
activities include membership in the Memphis Urban League, the Mid-South Fair Board of
Directors, the Mid-South Minority Business Council and the Mid-South Public Communications
Foundation Board of Trustees; and

WHEREAS, Dr. Smith's professional associations include membership in Alpha Kappa
Psi, Kappa Delta Phi, Omicron Delta Kappa, Phi Delta Kappa, and Phi Kappa Phi; he is the
author and co-author of numerous publications; and
